Six-month battle apparently ended 
Contempt case appeal 
dismissed by court 


The Record-Herald is hoping that a 
decision rendered Friday by the Second 
District Court of Appeals has finally 
ended its six-month battle to preserve 
the right of the media to air the 
proceedings of a public trial.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Gov. 
Jam es A. Rhodes will seek additional 
state revenue through a bond issue on 
the June ballot to “tackle head-on the 
problem of cleaning up the downtown 
areas of Ohio’s m ajor cities. 


“Our whole program is for the cities 
of Ohio,” Rhodes said in his first 
scheduled 
news 
conference 
since 
taking office Jan. 13. 


The governor declined to specify how 
much money he would ask voters to 
appropriate while the issue is under 
study. He said he wanted to be certain 
“what we present is constitutional” 
and has legislative approval. 


Rhodes said his office had contacted 
“most of the m ajor cities in the state to 
try to determ ine priorities. 


In his inaugural speech, Rhodes 
proposed an Ohio Central Business 
District Development Authority to help 
rebuild the cities with funding through 
the Impacted Cities Act and the state’s 
bonding power “at no direct cost to the 
taxpayers.” 
Rhodes said cutbacks were con­ 
tinuing in state agencies in an effort to 
avoid duplication without downgrading 
services. 
"We believe in a centralized control 
of government and also a check and 
balance of government,” he said. “We 
don’t have that presently.” 


The governor indicated

was 
hoping for amendments in the state 
Senate to a Housepassed $91.3 million 
appropriation to Ohio school districts. 
Rhodes proposed that the money should 
be earm arked for teachers’ salaries.

Judge issues ruling 
on Nixon documents 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A federal 
judge ruled today that millions of 
documents and the White House tapes 
accumulated during the presidency of 
Richard M. Nixon belong to the gov­ 
ernment. 
The decision nullifies a Sept. 7, 1974, 
agreem ent under which Nixon was to 
have partial access and control of his 
papers. 
“There is no precedent which 
compels 
the 
finding 
that 
the 
‘presidential m aterials and tapes’ are- 
the 
personal 
property 
of 
former 
President Nixon,” U.S. District Judge 
Charles R. Richey said in a detailed 
opinion. 
At issue are an estimated 42 million 
documents and 
2 'k years of tape 
recordings generated by the Nixon 
White House. 
The judge did, however, set out an 
elaborate procedure for Nixon to at­ 
tempt to recover items or tapes which 
he might claim to be private or per­ 
sonal . 
Rickey’s decision, while keeping the 
Nixon documents in the possession of 
the government, also declared them 
out of bounds for unlimited public ac­ 
cess. 
Richey said that, while m aterials and 
tape recordings generated by most 
federal departments are subject to the 
Freedom of Information Act, the Nixon 
papers and tapes are not. 
The Freedom of Information Act 
establishes specific means for mem­ 
bers of the public to obtain government 
records. 
The 
original 
agreement 
for 
disposition of the records of the Nixon 
era called for them to be stored in a 
facility near the former president’s 
estate in San Clemente, Calif. 
Two keys — one kept by the General 
Services Administration, the govern­ 
m ent’s landlord, and one by Nixon — 
were to be required for access. 
After Nixon resigned Aug. 9, 1974, 
then-Special Prosecutor Leon Jaworski 
objected to the agreement between 
Nixon and the Ford administration.

Oil tankers collide, explode

Flames were seen in as far as 30 miles 
away. 
The three explosions followed the 
collision about 12:30 a.m. between the 
Corinthus, which was docked at the BP 
pier about 10 miles south of Phila­ 
delphia, and the American tanker 
Edgar M. Queeny. 
The supertanker, which had been 


unloading its 100,000 barrels of fuel 
since Thursday afternoon, was struck 
broadside by the bow of the Queeny. 
The 30,000-ton Queeny was attempting 
to dock at the 600-by-300 foot pier, 
police and fire officials said. 
The Corinthus and the dock were 
swept by the fire, but the ship remained 
afloat. The Coast Guard said the stern 
of the ship was aground.

affair. 
When Bill died, Mrs. White received 
nibbles about selling the paper to 
outside interests. 
She could have 
received a pretty penny for it. But no, 
she said, that was not a White way of 


doing things. The Whites never cared 
about money save as a lubricant for 
soild journalistic service. She would 
keep the paper in the family. 
I was asked to contribute something 
about young Bill’s life as a journalist 
and book-writer outside of Emporia. So 
I told about Bill’s trip to Soviet Russia 
with Erie Johnston during World War 
II. Bill had an unbluffable courage very 
like his father’s. He was grateful for 
what the Soviets did to stand up to 
Hitler, but it enraged him when

Bill didn’t believe in denigrating his

Bridgeport,” “made in Cincinnati,” 
and so on. He said as much in a book, 
“Report on the Russians.” He was 
among 
the 
first 
to 
oppose 
an 
unreasoning trust in detente. 
Whereupon the roof fell in on young 
Bill White in New York City. Fifteen 
correspondents, including John Her­ 
sey, Quentin Reynolds, Edgar Snow 
and Ella Winter, denounced him. 
I got into the act by writing a piece 
titled “The Gang-Up on Bill White” for 
socialist Sol Levitas’s anti-Stalinist 
New Leader. Whereupon the chill 
enveloped me. The Fellow-Travelling 
gang snubbed me in the Life magazine 
office whenever we met. It was not 
popular in intellectual circles in those 
days to suggest that Americans and 
Englishmen had no need to wear hair- 
shirts about their contribution to the 
anti-Hitler war. 
Bill was bothered by the reaction of 
his fellow correspondents to his book, 
but he shook the annoyance off with his 
customary insouciance. He was his own 
man. 
Coming out here to Emporia, I can 
see why he always had that inner core 
of self-possession. Bill knew his way 
around New York and Washington, 
D.C., but he was not dependent for a 
career on the Fellow-Travelling in­ 
tellectuals who infested Eastern big- 
time publishing. After all, he had an 
independent newspaper behind him. He 
would never have truckled to fashion 
anyway, 
but 
it must 
have 
been 
reassuring to him that he could survive 
and still write what he pleased. 
That had always been the glorious 
White tradition. When William Allen 
White started to edit the Emporia 
Gazette, the Populists were running 
like a flame through Kansas. Those 
were the days of Mary Ellen Lease, 
who urged her embattled farmer 
friends to stop raising corn and start 
raising hell. Will White (by calling him 
Will you can keep him distinct from his 
son Bill) sympathized with the far­ 
mers, but he didn’t go for political hari- 
kari. So he wrote his stinging editorial, 
“What’s the Matter With Kansas?” 
“We have an old mossback,” he said, 
“who snorts and howls because there is 
a bathtub in the State House. We are 
running that old jay for governor. We 
have another shabby, wild-eyed, rattle­ 
brained fanatic who has said. . . that 
‘the rights of the user are paramount to 
the rights of the owner.’ We are running 
him for chief justice. . .” 
That 
editorial 
was 
reprinted 
everywhere. It put Populism in its 
place, but it did not commit Will White 
to an equal and opposite reactionary 
cause. 
He became, of course, 
a 
Theodore Roosevelt partisan, and, at a 
later date, he courageously fought the 
Ku Klux Klan. 
We need this sort of independence 
today more than ever. It is good to 
know that the White tradition goes on. 


Hot line 


for dying 


readied 


BERKELEY, Calif. (AP) - A new 
telephone hot line here for the ter­ 
minally ill and their families aims to 
help bury the fearful and lonely “Grim 
Reaper” view of impending death. 
“There is no reason to assume a 
person can’t mature psychologically 
when dying just as in any other stage of 
life,” said Charles Garfield, a Uni­ 
versity of California lecturer who 
teaches a course on death. 
On 
Saturday, 
Garfield 
and 
14 
volunteers — including psychologists, 
social workers, nurses, medical and 
nursing students, housewives, a priest 
and a yoga teacher — are scheduled to 
open a phone-in service with free 
follow-up 
conversation 
and 
con­ 
sultation. 
The 24-hour service will be listed 
under the Hindu word “Shanti” which 
has about the same meaning as the 
Biblical “peace that passeth all under­ 
standing.” 
Garfield said he hopes the service 
can change the death stereotype from 
“a threatening Grim Reaper figure to 
an inevitable stage of existence that 
can often be approached without fear, 
confusion and denial.” 
Through 
the 
phone-in 
line, 
the 
patient’s background and personal 
outlook will be matched as closely as 
possible with one of the service staff 
members, 
according 
to 
volunteer 
Rachel Clark, a 32-year-old mother of 
two. 
“If the person expresses an interest 
in Eastern spiritualism, some of our 
people know about that,” she said. “If 
he’s got a more Judeo-Christian ori­ 
entation, then there are others. We find 
where the person is at personally and 
philosophically, then arrange for a 
visit. 
“We’re not offering professional 
services. There are no experts in the 
field of dying, except those who have 
died. And they’re unfortunately not 
here to help.” 
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Ohio Perspective 
Education chief 
hits Rhodes plan 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The in­ 
coming president of the state Board of 
Education, a Republican, says he’s 
indignant over the reported plan of 
GOP Gov. James A. Rhodes to abolish 
the 23-member panel. 
William H. Cossler of Youngstown, 
elected 
president 
at 
the 
board’s 
organizational 
meeting 
early 
this 
month, denied Rhodes’ allegation that 
the board has been mandating school 
programs without saying where it will 
get the money to finance them. 
Rhodes said the practice amounted to 
“taxation without representation.” 
Cossler 
told 
the 
Akron 
Beacon 
Journal, “I can’t think of one tax the 
state Board of Education has passed, or 
one penny it spent without the approval 
of the state legislature.” 
Cossler, a Republican member of the 
board for the past six years, said he 
was aghast at the governor’s com­ 
ments. 
“I’m puzzled that a knowledgeable 
person like Gov. Rhodes is making a 
statement like that,” he said. 
Rhodes’ office said his plans are still 
not firm, but added that “for too long, 
now, the State Board of Education has 
been designing new programs and 
requiring local taxpayers to finance 
them.” 


Familiar faces from the old Rhodes 
administrations were back shortly 
after the inauguration putting things 
back in their places in some of the same 
offices they left four years ago.

John T. Noonan Jr., a Catholic, of the 
Univeristy of California’s Law School, 
cited the same sort of idolatry, saying: 
“ There is a virtual search for salvation 
in the law by people coming to law 
schools today.” 


In a similar vein but in another 
setting, U.S. Supreme Court Justice 
Harry 
Blackmun 
declared:

balance has been missing. The com­ 
pass has been askew. It seems the old 
guideposts are no longer there, or at 
least no longer looked to or relied 
upon.” 
’Altar girls' under fire 


NEW YORK (AP) — The use of girls 
in place of “ altar boys” in Roman 
Catholic parishes has developed quietly 
in several dioceses in recent years. But 
it’s against church law and it’s now 
under fire, or being stopped, in some 
areas. 
This, in turn, has sparked efforts to 
get the practice formally approved. 
Halting it in the Baltimore, Md., 
diocese also has drawn some peppery 
reaction. 
“ If a woman can be minister of the 
Eucharist (in helping serve com­ 
munion), it seems silly to insist that her 
daughter may not hold the paten 
(plate) as communion is distributed,” 
editorialized The Tablet, the diocesan 
weekly in Brooklyn. Girls fill that role 
in some parishes in Brooklyn, the paper 
said. 
Added The Tablet, “ Young Catholics 
with questions about the institutional 
church are not going to be favorably 
impressed when altar girls are fired, 
after proof of competent service.” 
But that’s what happened in a 
suburban Baltimore parish, Our Lady 
of Perpetual Help in Woodlawn, Md. 
There, “ altar girls” had been serving 
since mid-1973 in a role canonically 
reserved for boys. 
The practice was halted there early 
this month, but the parish council 
forwarded a request to Baltimore 
Archbishop William Borders to seek an 
end to the church law forbidding the 
practice. 
Canon 813 prohibits women from 
serving in the altar area. However, 
under a special Vatican instruction two 
years ago, women were allowed to act 
as 
“ extraordinary 
ministers” 
in 
distributing communion. 
They do so in many dioceses, working 
along with the priest. Women also now 
serve widely as lectors at the pulpit to 
read Scripture lessons at Mass. But use 


of “ altar girls” to hold the paten as 
communion is distributed has become 
an issue. 
“ Church law expressly prohibits it,” 
says Brian L. Wallin, director of 
diocesan 
communications 
in 
Providence, R I., where girls are used 
extensively instead of boys. 
“ We have given no permission and 
we could not give permission,” he adds.

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Skid row slasher 
search intensifies 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - The most 
intense manhunt since the Charles 
Manson murders has been mounted 
here for the skid row slasher, who one 
detective terms “a sexually impotent 
coward ... who hides in the dark and 
preys on weaklings and cripples.” 
“This guy’s a jackal ... venting his 
own feeling of worthlessness on hapless 
derelicts 
and 
down-and-outers,” 
Deputy Chief George N. Beck said 
Thursday. 
Eight slayings have been attributed 
to the slasher since Dec. 
I. The 
first seven victims were killed in the 
skid row area; most were derelicts, 
winos. But the eighth man, who was 
murdered Wednesday, 
was 
not a 
derelict and was killed 5 miles from 
skid row — raising fears that the killer 
could strike anywhere. 
Beck said a profile compiled by 
psychiatrists shows the slasher as “a 
loner, some guy who probably lives like 
a hermit and only creeps out of his hole 
to commit these horrible crim es.” 
The psychiatrists who developed the 
profile said the slasher might be 
deformed or crippled, though police 
have said he is stronger than average 
because of his efficiency in cutting the 
throats of his eight victims. 
Police issued a composite drawing of 
a 6-foot, 190-pound man with stringy 
blond hair. They said he could be a 
homosexual. 


“There are strong implications in 
these killings of his sexual impotence 
and his feelings of inadequacy,” Beck 
said. 
The slasher has struck only on 
Wednesdays or weekends, the list of 
slayings forming an evenly spaced 
calendar of death. Before the last 
murder, the killer made his attacks 
only in the decrepit hotels and littered 
alleys of the downtown skid row area. 
Police disguised as derelicts fanned 
out into the dirty streets Thursday, 
some lying in wait in dingy hotel rooms, 
others haunting the all-night cafes and 
alleys where frightened men sought 
solace in bottles of cheap wine. 
“We’re 
putting 
every 
available 
resource at our command to solve this 
thing,” said Cmdr. Peter Hagan. A 
special slasher task force has been set 
up.

She was committed to what was then 
called the Columbus State School for 
the Feeble Minded at the age of 4, in 
1875. Records on her commitment were 
destroyed in a fire in 1881. 
“We’ve never been able to find out 
why she was committed,” said Dr. 
Albert Z. Soforenko, superintendent of 
Orient State Institute and a reform 
advocate. 
“In the early 1900s, people were 
admitted to institutions for all sorts of 
things, like yelling at ministers, for 
instance, or acting up at picnics. They 
had no place else to send them,” he 
said. 
Records seem to indicate she spent 
her teen-age years working on the state 
farm at Orient, about 15 miles from 
Columbus. 
When Orient became an institution in 
its own right, she was transferred from 
Columbus and apparently worked from 
about age 20 until she was 60 or 70 in the 
laundry and doing housework. 
When last verbally tested, in 1935, she 
had an I.Q. of 27, profoundly retarded. 
But Dr. Soforenko said the test is highly 
suspect 
because, 
throughout 
her 
working years, she performed tasks 
which would have required a higher 
intelligence. 
He said there is no way to determine 
what her intelligence level was when 
she was committed, or how her 
childhood in the state home might have 
stunted her intellectual growth. 
At her 103rd birthday last June, Dr. 
Soforenko said Miss Nelson “became 
quite a symbolic thing ... People are 
saying ‘Don’t let it happen again.’ 
“Maybe Martha Nelson became a 
catalyst for stirring up the con­ 
science,” he said. 
Dr. Soforenko said Thursday he had 
not changed his opinion. 
“I think in the past year and a half, 
Martha 
gave 
her 
contribution 
to 
society,” he said. “I hope we can learn 
from it.” 
She became ill earlier this week and 
was hospitalized Tuesday night as a 
precautionary 
measure. 
She 
was 
moved to an intensive care unit later 
with a diagnosis of pneumonia. She 
died Thursday afternoon. 
Services are scheduled for 9:30 a.m. 
Saturday at St. Joseph’s Chapel in 
Grove City, Ohio, near the institute. 
Burial will be in St. Joseph’s Cemetery.

An Ulcer On the Leg 


I ’ve had a sore on my leg for 
three months. It started as a 
little scratch and it just won’t 
heal, even though I keep it clean 
and covered. 
Mr. T.M., Minn. 
Dear Mr. M.: 
The sore you describe is 
known as an ulcer. (Ulcers can 
occur in other parts of the body 
besides the stomach.) 
An ulcer, or an open break in 
the skin, that does not heal 
almost always is due to some 
problem with the blood cir­ 
culation. 
An injury, or a bum, may 
cause the initial break in the 
skin. When this becomes in­ 
fected, the size extends and the 
underlying tissue is affected. 
Diabetes, varicose veins and 
tobacco play important roles in 
keeping these ulcers from 
healing. 
Once the basic reason for 
your ulcer is found and the 
cause removed, the ulcer w ill 
heal. 
With antibiotics, leg exercises 
and ways to increase the cir­ 
culation, most ulcers should 
heal. 
Sometimes 
surgery 
is 
necessary 
to 
free 
the 
surrounding area from in­ 
fection.

Each year we have a chest X- 
ray in my company. My lungs 
are normal, but a fracture of the 


ribs was found in the last test. I 
don’t remember ever injuring 
my chest.

It is not unusual for a fracture 
of the ribs to be found during the 
course of a routine X-ray of the 
chest. 
Many people may have a 
chest injury which causes no 
pain. Consequently, the ex­ 
perience is forgotten. 
Under

cum stances, 
spontaneous 
fractures of the ribs do occur, 
even in the absence of injury. A 
sudden twisting during sports or 
at work may be responsible. 
When fractures do not involve 
the lungs, the pleural coverings 
of the lungs, or the muscle 
between the ribs, no symptoms 
may be evident.

Supreme Court Thursday refused to 
accept a brief from the Akron attorneys 
of a convicted police killer, claiming it 
was too long. 
The court gave attorneys for Charles 
Jennings of Akron IO days to file a new 
brief meeting court requirements for 
“accuracy, brevity and clarity.’’ 
Jennings wants a review of his 1965 
conviction for the slaying of Akron 
patrolman Eugene Hooper and the 
wounding of another officer.
